He complained still more of 

the indignity put upon him in being handed over to 

the new government, “as if soldiers were chairs and 

tables of the India House,” without ever affecting to 

consult him on the subject. We are told by the 

writer of the Letter above referred to that Lord 
Clyde and General Mansfield, and other officers of 
the high :st military repute in India, concurred so far 
in these views of the men as “to think that the Le- 

gislature had shown little consideration or judgment, 

if it had not altogether exceeded its powers,” in thus 
dealing with the troops. In November last, Lord 
Clyde directed the various officers in command to 
inform the men that their complaints would be sub- 
mitted to Government, and their demand for re- 
enlistment with a fresh bounty, or a discharge, should 
be laid before the authorities of the crown. Lord Clyde 
kept his word, of course, but his representations to 
Lord Canning on the subject were received in a very 
unfavourable spirit. A reference to the Home Go- 
vernment was then made, but with equally small suc- 
cess. The legal authorities both here and in India 
decided that a British subject who enters the service 
ofa trustee of the State, can be transferred to the service 
of the State itself against his consent. On this legal 
view the Government acted, although they were pro- 
bably influenced less by it than by a consideration 
of the present state of the Indian finances. The men, 
however, who had never heard of this “ doctrine of 
trusts” until it was, as they supposed, extemporised 
to be used against their claims, loudly protested 
against it, and the more violent, and all the younger, 
portion of them resolved on the mutinous course of 
conduct detailed in our publication of Thursday. 
When we drew attention, about a week ago, to the 
existence of a mutinous spirit among our Indian 
troops, it was to the Sikhs that we pointed as the 
quarter from which danger was to be apprehended. 
The information on which we wrote does not date 
from the arrival of the last Indian mail, but was de- 
rived from private letters, kindly submitted to our 
inspection from time to time during the last three 
months by a gentleman in this city, whose corres- 
pondent, a highly intelligent medical officer in the 
Company 's service, has had, during that period, 
especial opportunities of learning the present dis- 
position and temper of the Sikh levies. That 
these will be the cause of serious trouble to us yet, 
unless they are speedily reduced in numbers and 
handled with the utmost firmness and discretion, 
everything that we have heard leads us to believe. 
The letter to the Zimes which has now called pub- 
lic attention to the state of the Anglo-Indian army 
is not without its significant paragraph on the sub- 
ject of the Sikhs. “The news will spread in 
the most exaggerated form through all the Sikhs, 
and it is stated already that a sergeant of the 
Goorkha regiment at Meerut told Mr. Boisra- 
gon, the magistrate, that the menof the 75th 
would not fire on their fellow-countrymen and old 
comrades of Tomb’s troop, if they were called upon 
to act. ‘True or not, the story shows how the na- 
tives are watching every moment around them, and 
how important it is that there should be prompt and 
cheerful obedience on the part of the British army 
in India, whether they are acknowledged to be the 
Queen's, or belong to the hybrid without a name, 
which at the present moment has been excited, as 
we have seen, to assume an unbecoming and dan- 
gerous attitude.” 

The silence of the English press as respects any 
danger of a Sikh mutiny will be accepted by many as 
conclusive against the existence of such danger: but 
we may be allowed to remind our readers that no 
premonitory note of alarm was sounded by the press 
in 1856, when the great Sepoy Mutiny was being or-

And the most painful part of the mat- 
ter is the fact that Lord Palmerston’s chief difficulties 
have arisen from the ungracious conduct of one who was 
intended to occupy the next most important post to the 
Premiership. We need say no more to indicate the 
malcontent. The Palmerston ministy has been placed 
in peril by Lord John Russell. Not content with obtain- 
i which he eracted—that is the word—from 
merston, he must needs insist on certain other 

parties being in the Cabinet, and in particular places, 
too, whether Lord Palmerston would or would, not.

Is Lord Palmerston 
at length yielding to the load of advancing years? Is 
Lord John Russell but a cypher in this new Govern- 
ment? Are these eminent leaders of a great party in- 
competent to the task of selecting their colleagues with 
common discretion, or are they wanting in courage to 
shut the door against candidates whose clamour for 
office is only equalled by their unfitness for it ? 

We have directed attention to three appointments only, 
but they are of the highest importance, and in our opinion 
singularly unfortunate. Law Reform is effectually barred 
by the elevation of Lord Campbell to the woolsack. Par- 
liamentary Reform finds a powerful opponent in Mr. 
Gladstone. The cause of government in India is 
hopeless in the hands of Sir Charles Wood. The Prime 
Minister is old; he clings to office with a miser’s clutch; 
he surrounds himself with men, for the most part, with 
whom office is everything—principles and a policy, 
nothing. The good men in his Cabinet are a small 
minority, and we cannot see, in the list of names before 
us, any security for wise legislation, or real reform, or 
long life in the Administration which is now entering 
upon its uapromising existence. 


The Morning Post, on the death of Prince Metternich, 
says :— 

The death of Prince Metternich at a juncture so re- 
markable as the present may be by many superstitious 
persons belonging to the clerical and Court party be 
considered somewhat ominous, but the truth is that 
Metternich, though a superior man to any official now 
found in the Cabinet of the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
had for a considerable period retired from public life, and 
was rarely consulted by the Austrian Emperor. During 
the last three months his bodily health was too feeble to 
bear the labour of the most ordinary conversation, and 
under these circumstances it is not to be supposed 
that the Emperor of Austria sought the veteran 
statesman’s advice, or that the Prince himself would 
have obtruded it upon his Sovereign under the cir- 
cumstances. Everything, indeed, leads to the contrary 
supposition, and almost affords internal evidence that 
the deceased politician was in no wise responsible, 
directly or indirectly, for recent events. The precipita- 
tion with which Austria addressed the Sardinian Cabinet 
on the 26th of April last, giving it only three days’ 
grace, or the alternative of invasion, does not in any 
' degree savour of the system of Metternich ; and the 
abrupt crossing of the Ticino on the 29th of the same 
month does not appear to have been a step which would 
have been counselled by a statesman in his 86th year, 
feebly tottering towards the grave. We do not say that 
the deceased diplomatist was a man wanting in vigour or 
decision in his prime, or even at the close of his long 
career, as he,on many occasions of importance, signally 
proved. Butdecision and rapid action were with him 
not the rule but the exception, for he was essentially a 
man of expedients, shifts, and compromises, who wished 
rather to ward off than to boldly meet a danger—rather 
to temporise and procrastinate than to act swiftly. 
Knowing the anxiety of Europe to continue at peace, 
and the desire of England to remain neutral and prevent 
the possibility of war, M. de Metternich was, we conceive, 
more likely to have counselled prudence than precipita- 
tion in the present crisis of his country’s fortunes. The 
rashness of the act, which Austria herself will probably 
have the greatest reason to deplore, is, we conceive, 
traceable to younger and less experienced men—to men 
of more vehement convictions and more extreme opi- 
nions than were ever professed by M. de Metternich. 
The precipitation and rashness of Austria in the present 
crisis is altogether owing, we believe, to the Ultramon- 
tane clerical party—to that party which partly cajoled, 
partly coerced, the Sovereign of Austria into a mon- 
strous and unnatural concordat with Rome—a concordat 
which, if not abrogated, will shake the Austrian empire 
to its very centre. With this Ultramontane party the 
deceased Ex-Chancellor was too enlightened a man to 
have any political or religious sympathies whatever. He 
used, when in power, the Romish Church, its Pontiffs, 
its cardinals, its bishops, and its priests, as instruments 
of civil government, and as upholders of authority and 
champions of the Austrian system, but he had no desire 
to set up the Pope above the Emperor. The ambition 
of Prince Metternich in truth was, as Sir Hen 
Wellesley, then Ambassador at Vienna (afterwards 
Lord ( ley), wrote six and thirty years ago to Mr. 
Canning, to place himself at the head of the politics of 
the Continent as the champion of the old system and 
the opponent of innovation. To accomplish this task 
Prince Metternich would leave no effort of zeal, of 
labour, or of intrigue untried. He would flatter the Em- 
peror of Russia, the King of France, and the King of 
Prussia, he would entertain their ambassadors and lavish 
on them all the seductions which graceful manners and 
attractive conversation could supply ; but Metternich 
was not the man who would counsel his Sovereign to 
sell his birthright and his freedom of action to the Pope’s 
Nuncio, or to the Pope himself, if that personage made, 
as Pius VI. made,a journey to Vienna to accomplish 
his purposes, 

Had Metternich had a voice in recent events, it is not 
likely he would have counselled his Sovereign to commit 
the fortunes of his army toan untried field marshal, who 
never commanded in c on the battle-field, and whose 
merits as a strategist or tactician had never been tested. 
Without conceding to the deceased statesman any of the 
attributes of the highest genius, it must be admitted that 
the minister who gave to the Austrian empire so deci 
a character of immobility, and who for three-and-thirty 
years preserved the settlement of 1815 intact, uniformly 
selected capable civil, military, and diplomatic instru- 
ments to work out his views and to give effect to his sys- 


tem. Itis true that the only wars made by Austria from 
1215 to 1848, when Metternich fell from wer, 
were ware on the free constitutions of Naples 
and Sardiuia bu in these ware, such as wo 
were, the Minister was anhappily too succeasful.

peace of 1315 was his restless desire to meddle in the 
domestic concerns of other States. In the Two Sicilies, 
in Parma, in Modena, in Sardinia, in Spain, in the small 
States of Germany, and in Turkey, he was incessantly 
trying to influence, to guide, to direct, or to overbear a 
policy with which Austria had properly little or no 
concern. 
He was but sixteen when the French Revolution 
came like a thunderbolt on the world, and he spent 
of 1791 and "92 in the town of Strasbourg, 
and the years 1794 and ‘95 not far removed from 
the French frontier, where he had an

(From our own Correspondent ). 
Paris, June 15th. 

Since I last addressed you, now six weeks ago, I have 
been absent from France, and during that time, as all 
the world know, agreat many changes have taken place; 
battles have been fought and won, and the interest of 
the Italian struggle transferred from the feeble hands of 
diplomacy to a more iron clutch. Two great represent- 
atives of absolutisin, both of them intimately connected 
with the present crisis have passed away from the scene— 
the King of Naples and Prince Metternich—the same 
e\itaph would do, perhaps, for both; they boti: misunder- 
stood the requirements of the age, and clung with a 
miserly grasp to the faded tinselof former times. Of the 
first of these two men, so much has already been 
said and written, that I will make no more 
observations about him, than to hope that his son will 
not follow in the footsteps of the father and the grand- 
father. There is much to fear however that he will 
keep up the traditional policy he has chosen as one of 
his minister, General Filangiere, whose name is so emi- 
nently distinguished as the officer who bombarded Mes- 
sina for eight hours after it had surrendered, and thus 
gained for his master the title of King Bomba. 
The death of Prince Metternich is a more recent 
event, and several articles on the subject agoee in the 
French papers. It would be difficult to definethe cha- 
racter of the departed Prince, he was however with- 
out doubt considered the first diplomatist of his 
time, and “his time extended over many years and 
embraced a most eventful era—from the Congress of 
Rastadt to the troubles of '48. History will decide in 
after years, whether he added or took aught away from 
the lustre of the House of Hapsburgh. His policy seemed 
to be that of expedients and not that of solidity. He 
appeared to care little for the future, so long as he was 
able to secure the present. In one of his despatches, 
written to Count Rerstett,the following curious passage 
occurs :—*“ The. maintenance of existing affairs ought 
to be the first and test of our cares. . . The 
mitintenance of existing affairs is the best way of keep- 
ing what we have and perhaps of recovering that which 
we have lost.” He is also stated to have said, “they 
pretend that the human race progresses, and hat 
nothing will stopit. Well! at least we will try.” 
These slight extracts are quite sufficient to show 
you to what an extent Prince Metternich carried his 
Conservatism. As president of the Congress of Vienna 
he played a very prominent part in the arrangement of 
those treaties which are now being trampled in the 
mud by the armies of another Napoleon, tbe nephew of 
an uncle with whom the dead prince had played for so 
many a desperate stake. In Italy the name of Metter- 
nich will long be remembered as one of her sternest 
oppressors, as the most inveterate enemy of every liberal 
idea, and the powerful friend and faithful ally of all 
those petty sovereigns who have for so man years

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT.—Lonpon, JUNE 1510. 
THE CASE OF DR. SMETHURST. 
Mr. Sergeant Ballantine, who is specially retained to con- 
duct the prosecution of Dr. Smethurst, for the murder of 
Isabella Bankes, with Mr. Bodkin, applied to the court to 
postpone the trial to the next session. ‘The grounds for the 
application were that the evidence extended to very consi- 
derable length, and the case was of a very intricate character ; 
and that, although the principal facts had been brought for- 
ward in the depositions taken before the magistrates and the 
coroner, there were a variety of other matters that it would 
be necessary to lay before the jury, and that the interest of 
justice required that more time should be allowed to prepare 
the case for the prosecution. 
Mr. Giffard, who appeared for the prisoner, op the 
application. He said that there had very full investi- 
gations both before the coroner and the justices, at several of 
which his learned friend Serjeant Ballantine was present, and 
three weeks had elapsed since the committal of the prisoner.

What they 
desire is independence rict only of Austrians and French, 
but equally so of the Piedmiontese. They cry out 
against§ the sleight-of-hand —the escamotage, as they 
term it—by which Victor Emmanuel is coolly taking 
possession of Lombardy, and I know of several Italians 
who leave Paris with the auowed object of resisting this 
invasion on the part of their Piedmontesc liberators. 
Their motto is Confederation and not Fusion. The 
Lombards will not be Piedmontese any more than Tus- 
cans, or Modenese, or Parmesans, or Neapolitans, and it 
would not be surprising if civil war followed any attempt 
to foree them into submission. 

Yesterday the three floating batteries, Lave, Tonnante, 
and Devastation, lef Toulon, towed by the steam paddle 
frigates Gomer, Vaubati, amd Descartes. The remainder 
of the fleet is expected to follow next week, but it may 
start earlier. The reserve ficet in that port is being 
brought forward as rapidly as pessible, and two liners— 
the Breslau and the Imperial—have been detached from 
the Brest fleet to the Mediterranean. One has already 
arrived at Toulon, and the other is expected daily. The 
French Mediterranean fleet will then number nearly 20 
ships of the line. 

GREECE. 


Marszi..ces, THURSDAY, —Advices have been received 
from Athens to the 9th inst. 

A popular manifestation has taken place before the 
French Embassy, in celebration of the victories in Italy. 
The ambassador, in addressing the crowd assembled be- 
fore his hotel, said that he would not fail to communi- 
cate to the Emperor the sympathies of Greece. 

Another demonstration by the students has taken 
place, who called for public prayers to heaven for 
victory to the Allies, and the people surrounded the 
church with loud acclamations. 

On the occasion of the closing of the chambers the king 
declared that he would follow the advice of the protecting 
Powers without forgetting the honour of his country. 

Advices have also been received from Constantinople 
to the 8th instant. The Grand Duke Constantine 
arrived there on the 6th inst. The Porte had given an 
evasive reply respecting the election of Prince Couza. 
The Sultan asks for guarantees. 

GENERAL KLAPKA’S ADDRESS TO HUNGARIANS 
IN THE AUSTRIAN RANKS. 

The following proclamation by General Klapka has 
been drawn up for distribution among the Hungarian 
soldiers in the Austrian ranks :'— 

Guerrieri—Ten years have elapsed since the flower of 
your country were immolated on the altar of their native 
land—slaughtered by the executioner’s hand ; for ten 
years past our Hungarian country has endured the yake 
of Austria—for ten years the Austrian dominator go- 
verns with arbitrary will, and tramples on our most 
sacred rights—for ten years the Hungarian warrior 
serves as a slave the foreign lord, who replied to just 
complaints with blows, and rewards love of country with 
scaffolds and with. bullets. 

The hour of vengeance has struck. Already the storm 
bursts over the fraudulent house of Austria. Its friend 
abandons it. The Czar of Russia himself now arms 
ina very different sense from 10 years ago, and will 
break its pride. 

Already the Italians, our brethren in misfortune,, bran- 
dish arms to conquer independence. And you, Magyar 
warriors, how should you remain in the enemies’ ranks ? 
How could you fight against those who have risen to 
shake off the yoke of servitude ? 

Oh, it cannot be that you are mercenaries of the op- 
pressors ! Hasten hither,oh warriors—hither where the 
holy cause of your country summons you ! 

You cannot have forgotten how many times the Aus- 
trians were put to fight by your bayonets. You cannot 
have forgotten the glorious days of Isazag, Pisti, Szolnok, 
Nazy-Sarlo, and Komorn. Nor will you have forgotten 
that Hungary has been free and great. 

Behold the time arrived to re-acquire that which has 
been lost, and to revenge the sanguinary banquets of 
Pesth and Arad, which raised throughout the world a 
ery of horror. 

Now we are no longer alone, abandoned. The heroic 
King of Piedmont stands at the head of the Italian army, 
and by his side stands the powerful Emperor of the 
French. The flags of the two nations combine: France 
and Italy—that is the signal of attack. They already 
reckon upon us, they expect us; how should we be the 
last to take part in a war on whose result our liberation 
depends ? 

Jnite yourselves courageously and with confidence, to 
the French and Italianarmies ; for none but the vile can 
doubt of the successful result—none but a traitor fight 
under the banner of Austria. 

Hasten, then, to the Hungarian standard, which we 
have raised for you. At the same time war will also 
break out in Hungary; the Emperor of the French and 
the King of Piedmont have recognised the holiness of our 
cause, we possess their sympathy; the Italian soldiers 
will join us, and so do you join yourselves to them. 

Let us form in Italy an Hungarian army, with which, 
after fighting on Italian ground, we may return to our 
own country to take part, we also, in the war of inde- 
pendence and honour of the Magyar nation. 

The independence of our country requires victims. 
With their blood did our ancestors conquer, and defend, 
and for centuries maintain it; and we with our blood are 
bound to reconquer it. 

Your generals of 1848-9 and your fellow-soldiers reckon 
upon you because they know what heart it is that beats 
in the breast of the Magyar warrior. For my part I 
doubt that you will not to this political proclama- 
tion.

The Southern Tyrol is menaced by Garibaldi’s corps, 
which every is day becoming more formidable. The 
Austrian Committee of Defence for Botzen has issued 
a proclamation as follows :— : 

The news received from the seat of war and the events 
which have recently occurred in Lombardy prove that 
the danger is imminent. In a few days the enemy can 
be on the frontiers of the country, and it therefore 
behoves all men capable of bearing arms to take to hand 
their oft-tried weapon (the rifle), and in obedience to 
the summons of our Emperor and Lord to do battle for 
God, for our Sovereign, and for our native country.

‘The time has come for 
proving to the Emperor that you are deserving of the 
confidence which he reposes in you.

The following paragraph occu a Paris letter, of 
Tuesday's date, in the Nord: 

A report is to-day in circulation to the effect that the 
concentrative movement of the Austrians behind the 
Mincio was executed in accordance with a plan con- 
certed with Prussia and the German States, defining the 
line of the Mincio, asin 1848, to be the defensive line of 
Germany. Considering the attitude of Russia, as mani- 

fested so distinctly by the circular of Prince Gortchakoff, 
considering also the return of Lord Palmerston to the 
head of affairs in England, all tends to the belief that 
the Austrian party will not succeed in impelling Prussia 
and the rest of Germany to a combined action with 
Austria. 

A St. Petersburg letter says:— 

The great number of prisoners left in the hands of 
the allies after every conflict with the Austrian army is 
a very remarkable fact. How can it beexplained? The 
Austrian soldiers are certainly no cowards ; are they 

dispirited ? Or are these captures owing to the clever 
manw@uvring of the allies ? Perhaps the real cause may 
be found in the circumstance that the Lombard, Hun- 
garian, and Galician soldiers, who are very numerous in 
the Austrian army, do not look upon the Austrian 
cause as theirs, and so, when once out of the ranks, they 
prefer surrendering to fighting? We admit that the 
French bulletins may not give a very accurate account of 
the Austrian killed and wounded, but as to the prisoners, 
they may be counted accurately, and an official bulletin 
can hardly be suspected of error there. To tell the truth, 
the success of the allies has caused but little surprise here ; 
we expected it, and felt certain of the Austrian defeat. 
As a proof of the great interest felt here respecting the 
war in Italy, I need only mention the military articles 
regularly published for some time past by our journals. 
For instance, the St. Petersburg Gazette is publishing a 
scrios from the talented pen of M. Amtchkoff, in the 
second of which the writer strongly blames the hesitation 
evident in all the Austrian movements on the Sesia and 
the Ticino, and expresses his surprise that advantage was 
not taken of the first moments to fallon Turin. At the 
same time he expresses his admiration of the wonderful 
promptitude with which the French army was moved 
into Piedmont. “ The occupation of that country,” he 
says, “is g most extraordinary operation, frcm the 
ar y and energy of themeasures which were taken to 
effect it.”

Her sails will consume nearly 
12,000 square yardsof canvass; she is to have 30 boatd 
fitted with masts and sails complete, exclusive of the 2 
small screw steamers, each to be be 100 feet long by 16 wide 
of 130tons measurement, and 40-horsepower. She isto 
carry upwards of a thousand fathoms of chain cables, all of 
the most massive description. Her anchors are 16 in 
in number, ranging from one ton to seven tons (the 
largest). Had she been fitted with the Admiralty an- 
chor, and had the old rule been followed of requiring a 
certain weight of anchor according to the vessel’s ton- 
nage, her largest anchors must have been 25 tons each. 
By using Trotman’s anchors, however, the same holding 
wer is obtained with an anchor of seven tons. There 
is no doubt whatever but that none but Trotman’s an- 
chors could have held her immoveable at her present 
moorings during the dreadful gales of last winter. The 
chain cables have frequently parted under the tremen- 
dous strain, but the anchors have never drawn a single 
inch. 


On coming into possession of the vessel the new com- 
pany thought that in case of war the Great Eastern 
might prove an invaluable auxiliary to the Government, 
if not for carrying guns, yet still more effectually in 
running down the largest of the enemy’s ships, which 
the immense speed of the vessel would enable her to 
overtake with perfect ease. For this purpose, therefore, 
it was decided to strengthen still more her sharp power- 
ful bows by laying down three complete iron decks for- 
ward, extending from the bows backward for 120 feet. 
These decks are entirely completed. They cover 8,000 
square feet, and afford stowage for 1,400 tons of cargo 
space. They will not, however be used for this purpose, 
but for accommodating the crew of 300 or 400 men. 
With this large increase of strength forward the Great 
Eastern, steaming full power, could cut in two, the 
largest wooden line-of-battle ships that ever floated. 
Of the other partsofthe ironwork which were contracted 
for at least three-quarters are already finished. The 
woodwork is getting on with almost equal rapidity. 
All these fittings are made on shore by means of power- 
ful machinery, and come on board ready to be at once 
fixed in their places. When we say that the deliveries 
ofthese prepared materials prior to the 1st of June 
included 42,000 feet of beadings, 44,000 feet of mould- 
ings, 40,000 feet of prepared planking, 15,000 feet of 
matched battens—which, if laid on would extend 
nearly 30 miles,—our readers will have a fair idea of the 
work now going on. Lverything connected with the 
vessel is on a gigantic scale. Thus it requires more 
than six tons of paint to give one coat to the interior 
iron-work, and nearly eight tons to give one coat to the 
outside from the water-line to the bulwarks. When 
completely rigged she will have six masts—one forestay- 
sail mast of wood, three mainmasts(square-rigged ) of iron, 
one mizenmast of wood, and one jiggermast (the jast), also 
of wood. ‘The three wooden masts are already placed, 
and almost entirely rigged; the iron ones will be so 
shortly. The last mast is a single tree (Canada pine), 
about 130 feet high, and proportionately thick. A finer 
mast never left Mr. Ferguson’s yard, though he enjoys 
the reputation of making the best and strongest masts in 
the world. The foremast is a built mast, as is also the 
mizen, but all the topmasts, yards, and sare single 
sticks of immense length and width, straight as arrows, 
and free from knots or sap. The cabins, as far as they 
have been yet fitted, are amply spacious when compared 
with the accommodation offered by other vessels. The 
berths are very ingeniously made to fold flat against the 
wall during the day, and so give much increase of room 
for any who may choose to use their cabins as sitting- 
rooms. Both paddle and screw engines are almost 
completely finished, and the former have already been 
turned by hand, and will be turned by steam by way of 
trial in the course ofa fortnight or so. It is quite im- 
possible by mere description to give any adequate notion 
of the colossal proportions of both these sets of engines. 
The paddle engines consist of four oscillating cylinders, 
of 74 inches diameter and 14 feet stroke ; each pair of 
cylinders, with its crank, condenser, and airpump, forms 
in itself a complete and separate engine, capable of easy 
disconnexion from the other three, so that the whole is a 
combination of four engines. A friction clutch connect- 
ing the two cranks is the means by which the engines 
can be connected or disconnected. All the sets of 
engines, both screw, paddle, and auxiliary, are provided 
with governors, expansion, and throttle valves. The 
nn engines will work up toan indicated power of 3,000 

orses of 38,000Íb., when working 11 strokes per minute 
with steam in the boiler at 15lb., the expansion valve 
cutting off at one third of the stroke. All the parts, how- 
ever, are so constructed that they will work smoothly 
either at eight strokes per minute, at 25!b. without ex- 
pansion (beyond what is unavoidably effected in the 
slides), or at 16 strokes a minute with the expansion 
valve cutting off at one-quarter of the stroke.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Wesrminster, 
Jung, 16.

ALLEGED LIBEL. 

Mr. Collier, Q.C., (with whom was Mr. Cook Evans), 
said he was instructed, on the part of Mr. Digby Seymour, 
the member for Southampton, a gentleman who was well 
known, to move for a rule calling npon the editor of the 
Morning Herald newspaper to show cause why a criminal 
information should ‘not be filed fagainst him for one of the 
most scandalous libels which had been ever published. 

Lord Campbell said that when he was at the bar there 
was a rule against moving for a criminal information on the 
last day of term; and the Court used to say that, if 
anything shonld be said about the delay, they would 
recollect that the application was made on the last day of 
term. 

Mr. Collier said the libel in question was only published 
yesterday, the 15th inst., and Mr. Seymour was anxious 
this day, to deny the charge upon his oath, otherwise he 
would not have an opportunity of doing so till next term. 

Lord Campbell said it used to be said, also, that the Court 
would not hear law discussed on the last day of term, but 
that rule had been relaxed, of which there had been an in- 
stance this day. The Court would hear the motion now. 

Mr. Collier proceeded to call the attention of the Court to

The learned counsel contended that there 
had been no inquiry by the bishop, and that 
all he had done was to receive the private ex- 
lanations of the rector with which he appeared sutistied.

The Queen v. the Rev. Bryan King. 

In this case the Court had granted a rule ~ = upon the 
Rev. Bryan King, the rector of St. George’s-in-the-East, to 
show cause why a mandamus should not issue, commanding 
him to admit the Rev. Hugh Allen, who had been appointed 
lecturer of the said parish, to use of the pulpit of the said 
church from time to time. 

It appeared that the rector, churchwardens, and overseers, 
with certain other persons, were to constitute a vestry, who 
had the power of electing a lecturer, “ Which said lecturer or 
lecturers, so to be chosen as aforesaid, shall be admitted by 
such rector for the time being to have the use of the pulpit 
from time to time. The Rev. Mr. Allen had been recently 
appointed lecturer by the vestry, but the rector had altogether 
prohibited him from the use of the pulpit, and in consequence 
of this great disturbances had taken place in the church, so 
that the police had been called in, and now the church was 
shut up.’ 


Mr. Coleridge showe cauxd against the rule, and con- 
tended that the rector, as such, was entitled by law to say 
at what times the lecturer should be allowed the use of the 
ac But what the lecturer (Mr. Allen) claimed was that 
ae should be allowed to preach at the close of the afternoon 
prayers. 

Lord Camphell said that, by common law, the rector had 
absolute power as to when and by whom the pulpit should be 
used ; but under this Act of Parliament the lecturer was en- 
titled to the use of the pulpit at all reasonable times, but not 
interfering with the rector a use of it. 

Mr. Coleridge contended that the rector had the right to 
say when and how often the lecturer should be allowed the 
use of the pulpit. 

Lord Campbell.—Then I understand the rector says, “ You 
hall not come into the church except at a time which Í shall 
asasign to you.” 

Mr. Colebridge contended that if the rector were to say 
to the lecturer “ The pulpit is open to you on Wednesday an 
Fridays,” that would be an admitting to the pulpit within the 
Act. At present the rector had three services on the 
Sunday. 

Mr. Bovill said, the usage for more than a century had been 
for the lecturer to preach after the afternoon prayers. 

Lord Campbell urged an arrangement. 

Mr. Coleridge said, the mandamus was thatthe better lectu- 
rer should be admitted to the pulpit “ from time to time.” It 
would, perhaps, be better to raise the question upon the return 
to the writ. 

Lord Campbell said, he had better hopes of these gentle- 
men. 

Mr. Bovill said that, if their Lordships would express their 
opinion on the construction of the statute, it would probably 
be suflicient. 

Lord Campbell said the rule would be made absolute, but 
he hoped it would not be drawn up, and that there would be 
no further dispute. The intention of the Legislautre was, 
that the lecturer should have a right to the use of the pulpit, 
subordinate to that of the rector; but he had a right to use it, 
withouut expreess permission, when the rector did not use it 
as rector of the parish. 

Mr. Bovill said there was no wish on his part to go on with 
the proceedings.

Royat GEOLOGICAL Society.—A crowded meeting 
of this society took place on Monday evening at Bur- 
lington House, the Earl of Ripon, president, in the 
chair. Specimens of natural productions, manu- 
factures, and weapons brought by Captains Burton 
and Speke from Eastern Africa, and specimens of wood 
brought by Consul M‘Leod from the ) mbique, and 
several maps of the seat of war, &c., were exhibited to 
the meeting. The papers read were—!. Captain R. F. 
Burton, F.R.G.S., and 2. Captain J. H. Speke, 
F.R.G.S., on the explorations in Eastern Africa. <A 
general resumé ot the proceedings of the expedition was 
first given, and then the subject was divided under three 
heads — Ist, in explanation of the map of the country 
between Zanzibar and Lake Tauganvika, in the interior; 
2d, description of the lake itself; and 3d, the discovery 
of Lake Nyanza. The map comprises the country lying 
between 5 deg. N. and 14 5. lat., and 26 deg. and 40 
deg, E. long. The latitudes and longitudes are fixed 
by astronumical observations made at the chief points 
of the country traversed. With the view of a better 
elucidation of the map, and to show the different 
formation of the country, it was separated into five 
divisions, the first embracing the fertile country, rising 
imperceptibly through alluvial plains, between the sea 
coast and Zungomero, a distance of 110 miles; 
second between that place and Ugogi, 90 miles, forming 
the eastern coast range of Africa, ruuning parallel 
it from 15 deg. N. toward the Cape of Good Lope
